to God; that they dare not ac- 
knowledge by degrees, theſe 
Spiritual Creatures: they rather 
chooſe to build one, to Deſcend 
by it into nothing. Inſtead of 
raiſeing themſclves up towards 
Heaven, they Creep down into 
the Earth : and in{tead of mans 
{zarching among the Superiour

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- | Beings, for the Cauſe of theſe 
'| Tranſports, which carry him 
above himſelf, and make him 
in a manner a Divinity, they 
weakly Attribute to 1impower- 
ful Exhalation. ' This force of

But ſuch is the Deplc- 
rable Blindneſs of this un1uſt Age, 
that Men {till do befor themſclve 
with a vulgar Report, & wil 
not ſuffer themſelves to be unde 
caved.Thes42 havea tine timed 
it. that the Sors are believed before 
them. A Philoſopher would have 
worthy Task,to take a Survey of all 
the ablurd Falfities, and Chymera, 
which have: been forged; and to 


give maniteſt Proofs againſt them| 
For, v hatlvever Experience, 
what} 
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whatſoever ſolid Reaſon he might 
imploy, Should there but come a 
Man in a Square Cap, and write 
underncath, This zs Falſe; Expe- 
rience and Demonſtration have 
no more Force :; and it 15 no more 
in the Power of Truth, to Re-eſta- 
bliſh its Empire: Men will be- 
lieve this £quare Cap, before their 
own Eyes. 

The Famous Cabaliit Zeae- 
chias, was moved in his Spirit, 
in the Reign of your King Pe- 
pin, to Convince the World, that 
the Elements are Inhabited by 
all theſe People, whoſe Nature I 
have been deſcribing to you. The 
Expedient to bring all this about, 
was in this manner ; He adviſed 
the $y/phs, to ſhew themſelves 
in the Air to all the World. 
They did it with great Magniti- 
cence: Theſe Creatures appeatr- 


Ing inthe Air, 1n Human Shape ; 
| Sometimes ranged in Pattle, 


T March- 
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Marching in good Order, or ſtag.

Do you think, that this Ignorant 
Ace fell into a Conſultation, + 
bour the Nature of theſe Marvel 
ous Spectacles ? The Peopie pre 
lently believed, that they were 
Sercerers, Who had gotten a Pow- 
er in the Air, there to exercil 


their Conjurations, and. to make 


it Hail upon their Corn- Fields 
The Learned Men, the Divine, 
and the Lawyers, were preſently ot 


the ſame Opinion, with the Rab 


ble. The Emperors alſo believed; 
and this Ridiculous Chymera got 
inch Credit amongſt All, that, the 
Wile Charlemaize, and after him 


Lewis the Dubouaire inflicted ori-f

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vous Torments on all thoſe -pre- 
tended Tyrarnts of the Air. See 
this-in the Fir/# Chapter of the Ca- 
pitalaries of theſe two Emperors: 

' The Sylphs, ſeeing: the People, 
the Pedarts, and the Crowned 


;-Heads alſo, thus taking up Arms 


againſt them, reſolved to make 
them loſe this Evil Opinion, which 
they had: of their Innocent Fleet ; 
and to.manifeſt themſelves whol- 
ly and clearly to Men in all Pla- 
ces; to let them ſee their Beau- 
tiful Wives, their Common- 
Wealth; and- their Government ; 


and then to come down into the 


Earth, in divers Parts of the 
World. They did, as they had 


projected ; and the People who 
aw theſe Men: deſcend; remove 
 *thither from all Places, already 
poſſeſſed with an Opinion, that 


they were Sorc-rers, who had left 
their Companions. to throw Poy- 
fon upon their iruits, and into

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their Wells : Being tranſported 
with the Fury which Inſpired 
them with ſuch Imaginations, 
they - dragged thele 1znocerts to 
Puniſhment. It 1s incredible, 
what a great Number of them 
were made to ſuffer by Fire, and 
Water, over all this Kingdom.

Airy Ships, Three Men, and a 
Woman: All the City gathered

The Mad- 
neſs of him, may make you Laugh; but 
his Folly, will ſometimes grieve you. 

T preſume, none but a'Erench-Man, 
woulda at firſt, have taken the pains to 
Collett, and give ſuch. Credit to theſe 
Cabaliitick Whymſeys, as my Author 
ſeems to do : That Nation being fo Airy, 
and ſo Amerous, may boaſt it ſelf, if it 
pleaſe, ſprung from the Sylphes, thoſe 
Brisk Inhabitants of the Air, mentioned 
in this fare-going Treatiſe, I ſhall not 
envy them, if they ſay, Pharamond, tbe 
Founder of their Kingdom, was Begot by 
the Salamander Oromaſis, or any other 
of - bus Fiery Succeſſors; who for his 
GLORY. only, ſhall make offenſvoe 
Wars upon tnis- peacefnl Neigibors ; - and 
whil*ſt he Lives, ſrall be the Incendiary'of 
Europe, to gain afttr Death, the Name 
of Nimrod, a Mighty. Hunter ; "That 
Nations may be ſaid, like Hares,: to 
have fled before him. 'Yet, to#heCom- 
Fort of an Engliſh-Man, the Greek Ati- 
ftorians tell us, That Rerxes, who ſayl- 
ed upon the Continent, and walked np- 
on the Deep; who was ſo imprudent, as 
to whip Neptune, and to bluſter with 
the North-Wind;z was at laſt, eaſily 

: eaten 
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beaten by the People; who truſicd, by 
the Order of Providence, in Wooden- 
Walls. But, as to this Cabaliſtick 
Diſcourſe, which my French-Man has 
gathered for us, with pretence of derie 
ding it ; but indeed dues not, to much 
purpoſe; ſeeming rather, like ſome Ha- 
bitual Lyar, by long Continuation ws 
Falſhood, not to obſerve it ; It may not 
be unfit to anſwer its vain Hypotheſis, 
from Authors, as it pretends to defend 
ir ſelf, in abuſe of them. 

fAeathen Writers, bath Philoſophers 
and Poets, never make mention, but. of 
two Intelleftual Beings, beſides the Gods ; 
viz, the Demi-Gods, and the Souls of 
Men. The Semidei were always eftcem- 
ed by them Immortal, from the good 
Pleaſure of Jupiter ; whom Plato intro- 
auces, ſpeaking to them thus : Vos qQui- 
dem, Immortales cfſe non poteſtis, ſed 
mea poteſtate [mmortales eritis, You 
indeed may be Mortal ; but through 
my good Pleaſure, you ſhall be Im- 
mortal. As t6 the Souls of Men, be- 
cauſe upon ſulid Reaſons, they could not 
deny their Immortality ; and ſince. they 
were not able to underſtand the Circunt- 


ances of our future State, they were 
| neceſs 
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meceſſutatcd ( not knowing how to diſpoſe 
of the Souls of Men after Death) ether 
to allow of Pythagoras his Tranſmigra= 
tion, which was a Marching of the Im- 
mortal Tenant, from one Houſe to anc 
ther, after its Leaſe was expired: Or 
elſe, according to Virgil, *who had it from 
Plato, That the Soul deſired to be In- 
Carnate again, after its Purgation 1 
the Elizian Fields. 
Rurſus & incipiunt in Corpora velle 
reverti. 

But in all Ages, Speculative Men 17 
their niceſt Metaphyſicks, could never 
be thought well in their Wits ; who. pre- 
ſumed the Exiſtence of Semi-homines; 
Half-Men, 47d Women, that inbabit- 
ed the Elements, Creatures compounded 
of Material Souls and Bodyes, Inferior, 
yet Superior to Man, in Faculties and 
Powers. Strange Contradittion! That 
Beings, conſiſting only of Mater, ſhould 
atk impoſſibly againſt their Nature : 
Since Mater, according to the Axioms, 
and Statute- Laws of all Philoſophers, . 
whether Academicks, Peripatettcks, Sto- 
icks, 6r Cynicks, 75s not able to att, or 
think really, Now; to over-throw the 
Lffertion of theſe Elementary People 

ls 
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at once; and by undermining the Foux« 
dation, to deſtroy the Superftrufture : Let 
us conſider, what can be more Abſurd, 
or Fallacious im Logick, and Philoſo- 
phy, than to beg a Principle of a Thing, 
that cannot be; and then to faſten & 
Conclujan, from moſt Erroneous Pre- 
miſcs. To propoſe a Creature, whoſe 
Ejjence and Porm is Mortal, and con- 
ſequently Material; Yet at the ſame 
time, to make this Creature Divine it 
#ts Faculties, Acute in its Operations, 
end Superior to Man in its Underſtand» 
ing, either as 10 Divine, or Human Ob- 
getts ; which can proceed from nothing, 
but an Immortal, and Immaterial Cauſe, 
Let any thinking Perſm judge, whether 
ſuch Notions do not more deſerue Helli- 
bore, to purge them, than Diſputation 
to confute them ? And, whether Bedlam 
be not the fitteſt Accademy, for the Bee 

lievers ? . | 
This Cabaliſtick Fancy, certawly in - 
its Original, ſeems exattly to 'mmmick, 
the Follies of the Alcoran. The Poets 
of old feigned three Gods, to piſs in 
an Oxes Hide, to make the famous O- 
rion: So the Ingredients of. Arianiſm, 
Judaiſm, and Ethviciſm, py a 
Reli- 
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Religion obliging to the Carnal Turk ; 
Thus a Prophane Interpreter of the Old 
and New Teſtament, with the falſe con- 
ceptions of Heathen Philoſophy, ſoon de- 

enerate into a Cabalilt. Sometimes 
the Venial Follies of many paſſages Crea- 
ted Laughter in me ; But I was gricved 
at the rambling Prophanatiom of ſome 
places of Holy Scripture © 

Pinge duos Angues Sacer eſt lo- 

cus, Pevr/. 

Amongſt others, as to his perverting 
the ſence of Adams eating the Apple, 
to lying with his Wife, I will graves 
ly, if it be neceſſary, make Anſwer in 
the Orthodox words of St. Auguſtine, 
De Civit.; Dei. Lib. 14. Cap. 26. Pre- 
occupante peecato, cxilium de Para- 
diſo ante meruerunt, quam in opere 
ferendee propaginis tranquillo ar bitrio 
convenirent.
